Trinitarian Church Building Committee 
Report Recommendations After Study 


At a special business meetin 
of the Trinitarian Congregational 
church Monday evening the church 
building survey committee made 
its report after two years of 
study of the needs of the church 
and the church school to a group 
of 125 members and friends. 

The report read by Edgar J. 
Livingston, chairman of the com- 
mittee, of which the other mem- 
bers are Sallie R .Gillespie, Lil- 
lian G. Wells, Leonard R. Lan- 
phear and A. Gordon Moody, was 
accepted by vote and thanks ren- 
dered to them. Rev. Joseph W. 
Reeves was a committee member, 
ex- ofifo _ ci. ‘ks,Hippfy S meuzj 
ex-officio. 

Arland A. Dirlam, church archi- 
tect of Boston, who has been work- 
ing with the committee, assisted 
the chairman, Edgar J. Living- 
ston, in presenting a summary of 
the committee’s studies and rec- 
ommendations, Copies of the re- 
port were distributed. Action of it, 
other than its formal acceptance, 
was deferred for two weeks when 
another special meeting will be 
held on the evening of June 9. 

The report included estimates 
for a new sanctuary building with 
parish hall in the basement, of 
brick construction, at a cost of 
from $170,800 to $182,300. Cost of 
an adjoining new religious. educa- 
tion building was estimated at 
$121,900 to $126,900. Because this 
total cost would be prohibitive at 
this time, the committee recom- 
mended building the sanctuary 
building first and-asing the pres- 


ent building for church school fa- 
cilities until the new religious ed- 
ucation unit might be built. 

Various plans for remodeling 
the present structure were consid- 
ered but the report listed a num- 
ber of reasons for not recommend- 
ing total renovation of the present 
facilities, whose cost is estimated 
at $170,100, although this could be 
carried out in stages as money 
was available and avoid borrowing. 
Plans also were considered for 
building a new sanctuary and 
moving the present building to be- 
come a religious education bulld- 
ing attached to it. Estimated re- 
modeling costs involved, including 
lowering the roof, amounted ‘to 
$364,000 and this plan was re- 
jected as too costly to be practidal. 

The report reviewed possible fl- 
nancing methods by which the 
present available funds of $71,000 
would be aagmented by a hoped- 
for $50,000 from fund raising carm- 
paigns and $55,000 in loans from 
banks or other sources. 

The new building would be bb- 
cated on the corner of the pres- 
ent lot with parking area and Jp- 
cation of a future religious eduea- 
tion building planned. The sanctu- 
ary would be on the first floor up 
only a few steps from the ground 
level and a parish hall and kitchen 
would be located in the basement. 


The adjourned meeting on Jtine

With the aid of your electrie 
sander or the sanding attach- 
ments of an electric drill or pol- 
isher, you can bring such fur- 
niture “back alive” at a cost far 
less than that of new furniture 

Depending upon the furniture 
you're refinishing, you may have 
to remove hardware—such as 
hinges, locks, and knobs, 

Remove the finish by brushing 
on paint remover or varnish re- 
mover. Do this work outdoors or 
in a well-ventilated room. Using 
a putty knife, scrape off the old 
finish. 

Many paint removers leave a 
waxy film. You can wipe this 
away with turpentine or ben-

If you notice any par- 
ticularly rough areas or stained 
sections, try to work them out by 
smoothing the whole surface that 
is affected. 

Before applying a finish of 
your choice, clean up all sanding 
dust from furniture and floor. 
Your job would be ruined if it 
fell on the wet finish. 

Depending on the wood and 
the type of finish you apply, 
your electric sander will be of 
great service for sanding between 
coats of shellac or lacquer. Wax 
can be buffed on effortlessly 
after the final coat with the 
buffing attachments of the sand- 
er, drill, or polishing tool.

One way of doing this would 
be to contact the selectmen. and 
finance board to enlist their inter- 
est and support, it was stated. 

It was noted by Miss Church 
that a fair allowance for libraries 
per capita of population is consid- 
ered to he $3.50. This figure is 
based on a full time opening of six 
days.

Parsnips are cultivated for. the 
long, thick, white, edible root, and 
can be found on the vegetable 
counter of your favorite grocery 
store or supermarket, temptingly 
packaged in cellophane bags. These 
plump, tasty roots add variety ‘to

The parsnip is a tall, stout bi- 
ennial with cut-toothed leaflets 
and grooved stem. The yellow 
flowers are arranged in a broad, 
flat-topped cluster which is called 
an umbel. Most home gardeners 
know the seeds which are very 
much flattened. The surface ts 
ribbed with the two lateral ribs 
extending into wings. 

These thin, flat seeds retain 
their vitality a relatively short 
time, only about one or two years. 
They are slow. to germinate (ap- 
proximately 21 days), and when 
the home gardener- plants them. jn 
the early spring, the harvest seems 
a long way off. The storage prob- 
lem is practically nil, for the roots 
may be left in the ground to be 
dug in the late winter or early 
spring as needed. Winter freezing 
does not injure parsnips,: in fact, 
some say it-improves the quality, 
and makes the vegetables sweeter 
and more delicious. They retain 
their crisp freshness when handled 
this way. 

Pastinaca. sativa is the parsnip’s 
botanical name. It belongs to the 
parsley family and is kin to the 
carrot, celery, dill and fennel. 
Pastinaca comes from the Latin 
word pastus, which means food; 
also from the Latin, pastino, to 
prepare the ground- for planting 
the vine.

Parsnips are believed to have 
originated in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean and Asia Minor area, and 
have been oultivated and utilized 
for food for 2000 years. Earlier, 
these root crops were gathered 
wild. In Roman times they were 
supposed to have medicinal, as 
well as food: value. Pliny tells us 
that the Emperor Tiberius was so 
fond of parsnips that he had 
them brought to Rome each year 
from the neighborhood of Gelduba 
on the Rhine, where they were 
successfully cultivated. 

Parsnips were known in Germa- 
ny in 1542, They became a .com- 
mon vegetable by the middle of 
the 16th century, being ‘one of the 
staples of the poorer people of Eu- 
rope. They were well known to 
the early colonists who cultivated 
them in Virginia in 1609, and in 
Massachusetts in 1529 and 1630. 
Parsnips were esteemed by the 
Iroquois Indians of western New 
York, for General Sullivan, in his 
forays against these peoples in 
1779, found the roots among the 
foods stored for winter use. 


Here is the recipe for parsnip 
pie, a luscious fragrant treat: 

1 cup cooked parsnips, mashed 

2 eggs 

1 cup milk 

2/3 tablespoons butter 
- % teaspoon nutmeg
